Within typical equipment
specifications, applications should be made to deliver the largest droplet spectrum that provides
sufficient control and coverage. Formation of very small droplets may be minimized by appropriate
nozzle selection, by orienting nozzles away from the air stream as much as possible and by
avoiding excessive spray boom pressure.
